ident Wilson, in his letter to the 
democratic national committee, in- 
closing his initial check for thé 
campaign fund, makes it plain that 
his purpose as well as his purse 
has* as its objective the realization 
of his hopes for America’s partici- 
pation in the league of nations. 

There is no doubt whatever but

American participation in this in- 
ternational arrangement. 

Hints for Democratte Speakers. 

In the “Hints for De cratic 
Speakers,” which have been prepar- 
ed at the white house, the opening 
sentence gives a cu tothe president's 
probable line of thought when he 
puts the latter into his discussion 
of the league subject. 

“There is too much discussion on 
the league of nations in the ab- 
stract, too little discussion of it as 
a living, vital thing in the affairs 
of the world,” says the prelude of 
the white house document. “What 
is it, It-is an assocition of the 
free nations of the world. The ob- 
ject of which is freely to discuss 
and investigate the causes of war 
before nations actually go to war.” 

Further indication of the line of 
thought the president will pursue 
in his advocacy of approval of 
America’s entrance inte the league, 
with a majority of the 
civilized nations, is found in other 
expressions in the “Hints for Speak- 
ers.” 

“I confidently predict that there

BOTH SIDES BLAMED 
FOR PRESENT STRIKE 


Measure Proposed for 
State 


of Alabama Coal Indus- 
try—Troops on Guard at 
Mines. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 17. 
Governer Kilby’s coal strike con- 
ciliating commissien apponted two 
weeks ago to assist in averting a 
general coal strike in Alabama, this 
morning formally made its report 
to the governor. Both the miners 
and operators are held at fault by 
the commission and new legislation 
to deal with the subject is sug- 
gested by the body. 

The report is signed by Dr. 
George H. Denny, Judge J. J. May- 
field and former Governor Charles 
Henderson. The commission says 
that both sides to the controversy 
appear to be at fault in some par- 
ticulars and the document deals at 
length with the present condition 
regarding fuel supplies for the state. 
The public, says the report, suffers 
for want of definite remedial meas- 
ures from either side. 

The reading of the report was 
heard by members of the judiciary 
committee of the Alabama house 
and senate. 

The commission presented a bill 
to create a state coal commission 
with absolute control over the coal 
industry in Alabama. This body 
would consist of three members 
ecrosen from seven members sub- 
mitted to the-state supreme court. 
It would have lega@ power to sum- 
mon witnesses and its decisions 
would have the same weight as 
the verdict of a circuit court. 

Governor Kilby expressed his ap- 
proval. of the findings of the com- 
mission, #md said he ‘would use all 


his powér to obtain passage ofthe | 


legislation recommended. 
Publie Only Sufferer. 

The report which was read today 
before the governor and the — 
and house judiciary committees of 
the legislature, finds operators and 
union leaders equally responsible for 
present conditions in the bituminous 
coal fields of Alabama, 

It states the public has been the 
only sufferer from the strike, which 
has limited the production of domes- 
tic coal and caused prices to soar. 
Some. operators, says the report, 
have taken advantare of the situa- 
tion and have been guilty of prof- 
iteering. ‘ 

Gontrol of the coal industry by 
the state is the remedy suggested. 
To this end the investigators sub- 
mitted a bill creating a coal com- 
mission of three members to be 
chosen, by the state supreme court. 
This commission would haye legal 
powers to summon witnesses/and ex- 
amine records and its decision Would 
have the same weight as the ver- 
diets of a circuit court, 

Governor Kilby expressed approv- 
al of the bill. He said he would have 
it introduced at the special session 
of the legislature now in session 
and would make _ every effort 
have it enacted into law. 

The committee of investigators 
was composed of Dr. George H. Den- 
ny, president of Alabama State uni- 
versity, chairman; Charles Hender- 
son, former governor of :Alabama, 
and Judge J. J. Mayfield, of the state 
court of appeals. 

The report in part follows: 

“For a period of ten day’ we have 
been holding conferences, not mere- 
ly with the representatives of the 
operators and the miners, but also 
with interested citizens. We have 
made appeal to the public to pre- 
sent such data as might be helpful 
in the solution of the problem. 
Through these conferences. and in- 
vestigations and inquiries the com- 
mission has heard guthentic infor- 
mation» regarding the real issue. 
That issue, reduced to its ultimate 
analysis, is, in brief, a matter of 
recognition of the United Mine 
Workers of America. Neither-party 
to the controversy has been willing 
to submit this fundamental issue to 
arbitration. 

Claims Widely Divergent, 

“The claims of the opposing par- 
ties to the controversy are widely 
divergent both as to production and 
as to the number of men on strike. 
One thing, however, is quite clear 
as m result of present conditions: 
The public is not Setting an ade- 
quate supply of coal on the one 
hand, and, on the other, is being 
required to pay an exorbitant price 
for what it does get. The domestie¢ 
consumer is, perhaps, the chief vic- 
tim of the tragedy being enacted. 
Responsibility for this situation

From the auditorium stage where 
his nomination. for the presidency 
was announced at the democratic 
national convention last July, Gov- 
ernor Cox, of Ohio, tonight, to an 
audience of thousands, delivered 
the rarty doctrires, and contrast- 
ing the democratic and republican 
conventions, arraigned the choice 
of Senator Harding, his opponent, 
as a selection of a group of re- 
actionary leaders. 

Governor Cox also discussed the 
bapanese question, a burning local 
issue, declaring for co-operation 
between California and the federal 
government “whereby she (Califor- 
nia) exciudes the Oriental settler.” 
He charged Senator Harding with 
changing front- on the question 
upon the suggestion of Governor 
Stephens, of California. 

The league of nations, progres- 
sivism and non-partisanship also 


were preached by (Uy presidential 


candidate, and he _ reiterated his 
“corruption fund” charges and evi- 
dence against the republican lead- 
ership and “big business.” 

Cox Praises Hiram Johnson. 

Prior to his address here tonight 
the governor, opening his five-day 
California campaign, spoke to a 
large crowd:on ‘the city plaza at 
Sacramento, the old home of Sen- 
ator Johnson, republican, whom he 
praised as “another modern pro- 
gressive, although a foe, but a 
frank, outspokén one against the 
league.” 

“As an Ohioan,” he said, “I give 
to you the assurance that the ob- 
servation made by a distingtished 
citizen of our state to the effect that 
Hiram Johnson was a blackguard 
and unfit to associate with decent 
men is not the view of our péo- 
ple. If Hiram Johnson had been a 
candidate before the republican pri- 
maries in Ohio this year, he would 
have carried them. 

“I am unable to see by what >ro- 
cess of reasoning the political party 
which has given to Boss Barnes, of 
New York, a distinct status of lead- 
eféhip in this campaign can expect 
the progressive frtends of Theodore 
Reosevélt and Hiram Johnson to 
give it support.

Official Opinion Is That 


, Disaster Was Caused by 


Time-Bomb Loaded 
With High Explosives 
and Reinforced With 
Slugs. 


BOMB TAKEN IN WAGON, 
WHICH WAS DESTROYED 


WHEN BOMB EXPLODED. 


Wreckage of Vehicle 

Gathered by the Detec- 
tives and an Attempt Is 
Being Made to Recon- 
struct—Over $20,000 .Of- 
fered in Rewards—Eight 
Investigations in Prog- 
ress—35 Persons Dead. 


New York, September 17.—(By. the 
Associated Press.)—Exact ‘cause of 


the explosion which, in the twin- 
Kling of an eye, yesterday noon 
transformed Wall street, near Broad, 
from a scene of bustling activity to 
one of dreadful carnage, remains to- 
night a mystery. 

Official opinions, as expressed by 
William J. Flynn. chief of the bu- 
reau of investigation of the depart- 
ment of justice, and Fire Commis- 
sioner Thomas Drennan, is that the 
disaster was caused by a time bomb 
loaded with high explosives and re- 
inforced with metal slugs. The early 
theery that the blast was caus.d by 
a collision between an _  explosive- 
aden wagon and another vehicle 
seems to have been dispelled by sub- 
sequent investigation, although it 
hag not yet been entirely discarded 
by official investigators. 


Chief Flynn, who arrived here 


from Washington last night to take 
personal charge of the federal] in- 
vesfigation, ‘declared, after leaving 
the J. P. Morgan office late today, 
that “from evidence obtained with- 
in the last few hours it: has been 
definitely established that the ex- 
Plosion was due to a time bomb.” 

“The bomb was taken to Wall 
street,” he added, “in the wagon 
which was blown to pleces. The in- 
fernal machine was timed to go off 
at noon and apparently was placed 
in the wagon by a person who was 
within four blocks of Wall and 
Broad streets when the explosion oc- 
curred.” 

Six more deaths since midnight 
brought the death total tonight to 
thirty-five. The number of injur- 
ed, including those treated at the 
Scene, in hospitels and at their 
homes, was 4 p,-oximately 300. 
Nearly 100 of these are still being 
treated in hospitals. The porperty 
damage is variously estimated from 
$1,000,000 to $2,500,000. 

Eight Separate Probes, 

Eight separate investigations of 
the explosion were under way to- 
night. They were being made by 
the department of justice, under the 
supervision of Attorney General 
Palmer and William J. Flynn, chief 
of the bureau of investigation; the 
New York police department, the 
fire department, the building depart- 
ment, the September grand jury, the 
medical examiners’ office and two 
private finqtiries by insurance com- 
panies and J. P. Morgan & Co. 

The key to the mystery apparently 
lies in the identification of the 
rickety old wagon drawn by an old 
horse. which was left standing at 
the curb in Wall street near the 
United States assay office and across 
the street from the Morgan bank 
a few minutes before the explosion. 
The horse was killed and the wagon 
blown to bits in the blast. The 
driver of the wagon is believed to 
have escaped. Federal and police 
authorities tonight were centering 
their activities on this phase of 
the case. 

Every livery stable In the city Is 
being canvassed to determine 
whether a horse and wagon .are 
missing. Examination of the horse’s 
bedy disclosed that it had been 
newly clipped and shod. This and a 
mark on the horse’s shoes furnish 
the only clues to its identity. 

Conflicting descriptions of the 
wagon itself have been received by 
the police. All available bits of the 
yehicle have been taken to police 
headquarters, where efforts are be- 
ing made to reconstruct the vehicle 
sufficiently to determine its exact 
type. A cursory examination indi- 
cates it was of unusual breadth. 
which leads Detective Chief Cough- 
lin to believe it was of the type 
used in transporting crates of eggs. 
Official opinion is almost unanimous 
that it was not the regular type of 
wagon used In the transportatien of 
powder or explosives through city 
streets. 

Driven by Scotchman. 


One of the bcst descriptions of 
the mysterious vehicle was fur- 
nished by Lawrence Serbin, who, 
with his partner, was engaged in 
selling chocolates to the noonday 
crowd from a wagon at the corner 
of Nassau and Wall streets, less 
than 300 feet from the scene of 


the explosion. He declared the cart 
came from New street and was 
driven by a man who spoke a strong 
Seotch accent. ,

INSANITY CHARGE. 
AGAINST THE MAN 
HELD AS SUSPEC 


Alleged That Edward 
Fischer, ho Wrote 
Warning otes to Wall 
Street Men, Is Mentally — 
Unsound. 


FISCHER BEING HELD 
BY CANADA OFFICIALS 


He Is Wanted by New 
York Grand Jury to Ex- 
plain Warnings—Inco- 
herency Manifest in One 
of Fischer’s Letters. 


Hamilton, Ont., September 17.— 
A battle to prevent New York au- 
thorities from securing the extradi- 
tion of Edward Fischer, alleged 
author of warning notes sent to sev- 
eral persons in the Wall street @is~- 
trict prior to Thursday’s explosion, 
appeared likely here late Friday. 

Fischer, taken into custody here 
at the request of his brother-in- 
law, Robert A. Pope, of New York, 
on a charge of insanity, is under 
observation of the Hamilton lunacy 
commission, Doctors McGillivray 
and Rosenburgh. His relatives and 
friends wish to have him committed 
to an institution and the local lu- 
nacy commission has recommended 
that he be admitted to a Toronto 
asylum. 

A considerable amount of radical 
literature, including a copy of the 
periodical, Soviet Russia, “the offi- 
cial organ of the Russian soVie: 
government,” were found in FPisch- 
er’s possession when he was ar-__ 
rested, — = 

Pope, the brother-in-law, scouted 
the theory that Fischer could have 
had any direct connection with the 
alleged bomb plot. He attril.uted 
the latter's alleged pre-knowledge 
of the explosions as expressed ig 
the warning notes to “mental tee 
lepathy.” 

State of Mental Depression. 

Pope said that during the past 
three weeks Fischer's mind has 
been ina “peculiarly receptive con= 
dition.” During this period he ha¥ 
seen in a state of mental depres- 
sion which led his relatives to fear 
& nervous breakdown. Pope de- 
clared that Fischer did not come in 
contact with anarchists and could 
not have met anyone who had direct 
knowledge of the alleged bomb plot. 

Following Fischer's examination 
by the commission Friday afternoon 
the physicians agreed that in his 
present mental state the man is not 
responsible for his actions. Dr. Me- 
Gillivray stated that the originals 
of the warning notes are now in his 
possession. He declared that he did 
not think it “probable, or even poa- 
sible that Fischer had had any cone 
nection with the alleged plot. 

“Fischer appears to have an an- 
tipathy for J. P. Morgan and Prest- 
dent _ Wilson,” McGillivray gaia 
‘This -is, in my opinion, of recent 
date and entirely a result of his 
present mental] condition.

where the new stock exchange ad- 
diti6n is being built when they 
were ordered away by a man in 
civilian clothes whom they took 
to be an officer. He added that 
they turned their horse around 
Rassed the Morgan bank and went 

the e- r of Wall and Nassau 


Stre s, where they resumed busi- 
ness, 


“My wagon was on the right side 
of Wall § street, looking toward 
Broad,” he added, “and across the 
Street from me was an automo- 
bile. We began to do a good busi- 
ness with the noon crowds. Then 
some cne sang out to me in a 
Scotch accent: ‘Pull your horse’ up. 
buddy.’ I looked up at him and 
his wagon. 

“He must have come from New 
st t, because I was watching the 
cop ©. Broadway all the time. M 
partner was doing the selling. [If 
he came dow:. Wall street I couldn't 
have missed him. When I pulled 
out of the way he went straight 
down Wall street and about a min- 
ute ] ter I was knocked down and 
didn’t remember anything until I 
eam to in the Broad street hos- 
pital. 

“The wagon was a bum work 
wagon with dark, dirty, red paint, 
somethint like a dirt wagon, and 
about twice the size of those used 
by street cleaners. It was a rusty 
red color and was drawn by an 
old brown horse. 

“The driver was a dark complex- 
ioned, unshaven, wiry man, proba- 
bly 35 or 40 vears old. and dressed 
in working clothes and a dark cap. 
He seemed to be about five feet 
six inches tall. He had dark hair.” 

Sh Saw Reddish Wagon. 


Miss Rebecca Eppstein, a stenog- 
rapher in a ~°Broadway brokerage 
firm, told the authorities she saw 
“a reddish wagon” of the “open 
truck” type being driven east on 
Wall street. a few minutes before 
the explosion occurred. She said 
the wagon contained either boxes or 
barrels, covered with a white pow- 
der, and that a red flag flew from 
the rear of the vehicle. 

“When it reached a point about 
opnosite the Morgan bank and the 
assay office,” she said, “the driven 
nulled up at the curb and stopped. 
He then got off the seat and walk- 
ed west on Wall street toward 
Broadway. I had reached _ the 
Equitable Trnuet huildinge when the 
explosion occurred. I was knocked 
senseless, but I believe I would rec- 
ognize the driver if I saw him 
He was of the laboring tvpe. about 
40 years old, anti was dressed in 
a suit of brown overalls. They 
were spotted with the white powder 
I saw on the boxes or barrels In 
the wagon.” 

Examination of shrapnel found 
embedded in the bodies of some of 
the dead and of fragments re- 
moved in surgical operations on the 
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injured has added weight to the 
belief that the explosion came 
from an infernal machine, and was 
not accidental. 

An official conclusion to this ef- 
fect will be filed Monday by Dr. 
Otto. A. Chultz, assistant medical 
examiner, attached to. the district 
attorney’s office, he said tonight. 

Dr. Sch:ltz exantined the bodies 
of seve: dead and opemfated upon 
some of the injured. Death in many 
of the cases, was due to perforat- 
ing wounds from pieces of metal 
“directl- associated with explosive 
material.” He insisted they were 
not par of an automobile or 
wagon. 

In his operation, he said he ob- 
served fragments of metal buried in 
the flesh of the wounded. Many of 
the slugs were about the size of a 
walnut, he asserted. 

The city tuday offered $10,000 for 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the person or per- 
sons responsible for the explosion 
and $500 for information leading to 
the identification of the owner of 
the wagon in which the explosion 
is known to have occurred. ~The 
Preferred Accident Insurance com- 
pany also offered $10,080 reward for 
information leading eo the arrest 
and conviction of the guilty party 
or parties. 

The brokerage firm of Daniels & 
Co. today sent to Mayor Hylan a 
check for $250. requesting him to 
use it as nucleus for a fund to be 
raised for the relief of sufferers in 
the disaster. The letter points out 
most of those injured avere clerks 
and stenorraphers in moderate c'ir- 
cumstandes. 

The striking coincidence of post- 
card warnings giving notice of the 
disaster, which were sent to men in 
the financial district by Edward 
Fischer, "formerly an employee of 
the French high commission, receiv- 
ed the attention of the police and 
federal authorities today, although 
apparently little credence is placed 
in the theory that he has any direct 
knowledge of the explosion. Chief 
Flynn, of the department of jus- 
tice, expressed the belief he was 
simplv a varanoic who happened to 
‘hit it off right.” 

Grand Jury at Work. 


The regular September grand jury 
which bewan its inVestigalion at the 
order of Judge Wadhams, of court 
of general sessions, was instructed 
to divide its inquiry into two phases, 
first, to determine whether a crime 
has been committed, and second, 
whether the disaSter was due to 
criminal negligence. Judge Wad- 
hams declared it was apparent from 
early reports the explovgion was 
due to one or the other. 

The grand jury went into session 
immediately. Expert chemists, who 
are trying to ascertein the type of 
explosives used, will be summoned 
gas witnesses. Assistant District 
Attorney Talley has requested the 
police to give him the names and 
addresses of all the wounded and an 
effort will be made, he added, to 
have members of his staff interro- 
gaté all of them personally and then 
summon those whoare able to throw 
any light upon the mystery. 

The jury was taken to _ the 
scene of the explosion this after- 
noon. Mr. Talley pointed out the 
spot where the automobile was 
found wrecked, the break in the as- 
phalt pavement in front of the as- 
say office and the spot where the 
demolished wagon and horse were 
found. Mr. Talley explained, how- 
ever, that he had been informed that 
the break in the pavement which 
was first reported to have been caus- 
ed by the explosion, was there pre- 
viously. 

Fifteen minutes wus spent in an 
examination of the exterior of build- 
ings in the neighborhood. The guides 
called attention to the imprints of 
metal] slugs in the walls of the Mor- 
gan bank and the assay office. The 
jury was then taken into the interior 
of the bank, where the spot in which 
William T. Joyre. an employee: of 
the bank, was killed, was pointed 
out to them. 

The jury was then taken back to 
the criminal courts building nd a 
recess taken until Monday.

The first svbpnenas 
were isshed for Gilbert H. Smith

AMUNDSEN’S SHIP 
CAUGHT IN THE ICE 


Nome, Alaska, September 17.— 
Captain Roald Amundsen’s expedi- 
tion ship, the Maud, which left 
this port nearly two months ago, 
bound for the North Pole, is caught 
in the ice about twenty miles off 
Cape Serge on the Siberian coast, 
according to information brought 
here yesterday by Captain Heckla, 
whose fishing boat was also ice- 
bound near the Maud.
